This vehicle has 
given us good service and we believe it to be in very good 
condition at the present time. | 
_. Our repair program has been rather extensive this 
year. The major part of the budget was spent on an 
exterior paint job of the schoolhouse. We were able to 
get this done at a very reasonable figure, due to careful 
planning on the part of the school committee. We have 
also spent a considerable sum on the heating plant. We 
believe that we have brought about permanent improve- 
ment and more efficiency in the heating system. 

There is a possibility that our state money will not 
be forthcoming to the total of one hundred percent. The 
amount of money: taken in on the sales tax, curved 
downward in. accordance with the recession. At the 
present time, the legislature is enduring the task to find 
money to fulfill the state formula, by economy, new 
legislation, or otherwise. The proposed budget calculates 
that the state will pay in full. Frankly; if the state is 
able to pay in full, no one at the present time, knows 
where the money will be coming from. 

I am happy to report that Mrs. Marion Soule, in 
taking over the school cafeteria, is doing an excellent job. 
The high cost of food makes the task difficult. And, 
although government foods have been plentiful this 
year, there have been no surplus meat products. Since 
we must serve a balanced meal, the purchasing of meat 
is a serious strain on menu budgeting.

Things considered luxuries years ago are now con- 
sidered necessities in our modern way of living.. Money, 
as such, can not buy good health. This is only attained 
through healthful living, good nutrition, adequate medi- 
cal care, correction of defects, and protection against 
‘disease. Each family is responsible for its own, but the 
Public Health Nursing service is ready to share that 
responsibility with you. 

In 1958, 12 nursing days were spent in MP sleEnin. 

2 Child Health Conferences were held with an 
attendance of 24. The usual immunizing agents were 
given, plus physical examinations and advice to parents. 

We were not able to carry on our school health 
program as Dr. Fallon could no longer spare the time 
from. his. office. However, we hope to have another 
physician this coming year. 

Hearing tests were done from the fourth grade. 
through the eighth grades and we plan to test the lower 
grades on an individual basis. This has not been done 
previously, but the consensus of opinion is that finding 
hearing loss early in a child’s life may help us to guide 
his educational progress more adequately. 

Home visiting, school consultations and special ser- 
vices are always included in your program.

The following is a report of white pine blister rust 
control performed in your town in 1958. 


The program in the State of Maine is conducted by 
the U. S. Forest Service, Maine Forest Service, towns 
cities and individuals cooperating. The disease occurs 
alternately on white pine and ribes, and is transmitted by 
wind-bornes spores from one host to another. Control 
is established by destroying currant and gooseberry 
bushes, called ribes, from pine areas and limited protec- 
tion borders. This is done by hand eradication and the 
use of chemicals. 


Our records show that Palermo has 3,248 acres of 
white pine, which necessitates the removal of ribes from 
8,007 acres to secure protection. 


The town appropriated $200.00, and during the 
control season 6,375 ribes were destroyed on 1,834 acres, 
at a cost of $476.00 (Town $199.20, State and Federal 
Governments $276.80). Much new white pine reproduc- 
tion was found coming into old fields, pastures and 
cut-over lands. We are pleased to report that all work 
is completed that is necessary at this time, and that 
the entire control area is on a maintenance basis. No 
further control will be needed for several years, depend- 
ing on the recurrence of ribes. Periodic examinations 
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will be made to ascertain conditions. Recommendations 
will be made as further control is needed. 


Thank ye for your good cooperation in combatting 
the disease.
